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STATISTICS OF SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 


PRELIMINARY REMARKS. 


In publishing the following important Tables, we have, after mature reflection, determined to make our 
editorial remarks very brief. Indeed, so well dothe Tables speak for themselves, that a lengthened statement 
would be superfluous. - 

It may be necessary, for the benefit of English readers, to make a few explanations, and to these we 
shall confine ourselves, 

South Australia was the first experiment upon the Wakefield system of colonization. 

That system proceeds upon the principle, that land without labor is valueless. It is therefore held that, 
in order to ensure the success of colonization, it must comprehend the means of a constant supply of labor. 
Wakefield’s plan is, to make the price of land sufficient for the introduction of labor to till it; so that, in 
effect, the money is not paid for land, but for labor. 

Unfortunately, however, in the South Australian scheme, the whole proceeds of the sales of Jand were 
to be devoted to the introduction of labor, leaving nothing for the expense of surveying the Jand—for the 
erection of public buildings—or for other preliminary expenses, ‘The first results of the scheme, upon its 
being carried into practical operation, were, as a natural consequence, abortive and disastrous. 

‘Captain HinpMarsu, R.N., the first Governor, landed at Holdfast Bay, St. Vincent’s Gulf, on the 28th - 
December, 1836, which may be termed the commencement of the Colony. His administration was a constant 
scene of embarrassment, from want of funds. He incurred little or no debt; but his government was nearly 
inoperative. With the exception of the discovery of a harvour, and the fixing the site of and surveying a 
town, scarcely anything was done towards the establishment of the Colony. 

Colonel Gaw er, the next Goyernor, arrived in October, 1838. He certainly accomplished much. He 
surveyed a large portion of country; he erected several public buildings, laid out roads, formed bridges, and 
executed many important public improvements; but as there were no funds available for these purposes, not 
only was a very large amount of bills drawn for the accomplishment of them dishonored, but the land fund 
was encroached upon, and utterly exhausted. ‘The consequences may be thus enumerated: 1. A great 
portion of the labor of the Colony having been employed by Government for public purposes, labor became 
scarce, and rose in price. Thus the colonists were prevented from cultivating the land. This evil was much 
aggravated by a drought in New South Wales, which caused the price of provisions to rise to an exorbitant 
rate. 2. The dishonor of the Government Bills prostrated commercial confidence, and caused almost 
universal bankruptcy and distress. 3. The sales of land nearly ceased. 4, Emigration entirely ceased. 
5. Governor GawLEr was recalled. 

Previous to these disasters, the colony had been under the management of a Board in London, called

the South Australian Commissioners; but, on their occurrence, the British Government instituted a very 
minute enquiry into the state and resources of the Colony, the result of which was, a recommendation to 
Parliament to grant relief. The Government then paid off the greater portion of the dishonored Bills, and 
took the Colony under its own immediate superintendence. The system of land-sales, also, was altered. 
It was arranged that a portion of the proceeds should be devoted to the expenses of surveying the land, and 
other preliminary charges, 

Governor Grey, successor to Colonel Gawxer, arrived in May, 1841. His administration has been 
characterised by strict economy, and careful management of the finances. The colonists, without emigration 
or aid from any quarter, have, during the same period, applied themselves with persevering industry to 
develope the resources of their adopted country. Their success, even in proportion to their exertions, has 
been very great. 

Keeping these few leading facts in view, the Tables will be clearly understood. 

The sales of land form the first prominent feature in the history of South Australia. It will be seen 
that, on the faith of the new scheme, no less than £35,397 worth of land was sold in London, in 1835, 
before the Colony was established, and that in 1838 and 1839, when the tide of emigration, in consequence 
of the insurrection in Canada, set strongly towards these Colonies, anda land-buying mania was prevalent, no 
less than 218,000 acres of land were sold at the rate of £1 per acre. The Government Expenditure and 
Revenue Table is equally interesting. It will be observed that, in the year 1839, the expenditure of Go- 
vernment was upwards of £30,000 per quarter, and during 1840 it averaged more than £40,000 per quarter ; 
and it continued at that rate {ill the middle of May, 1841, when Governor Grey arrived. The expenditure from 
the latter period was greatly and rapidly reduced. During the years 1841-2, distress and commercial 
depression prevailed. The City of Adelaide was, so to speak, emptied, and the greater portion of the 
population was busily engaged in the country, in raising from the soil the means of subsistence. The 
Bank returns illustrate the state of matters which prevailed :

The Banking Tables shew that the circulation is now rapidly rising to the former amount, and that the 
deposits are also increasing, though little or no new capital has been introduced from England, though the 
public expenditure is not one fourth of what it was, and is all raised within the Colony. At the same time 
the interest allowed by the Banks on deposits has been reduced from 7 per cent. to 2 per cent. 

We desire particular attention to the Tables of Emigration and Immigration. Our supplies of labor 
were originally derived from England. By immigration chiefly from that country the population had in 1840 
increased to 14,610 souls. In that year, as we have mentioned, the land fund became exhausted, land sales 
ceased, and emigration, which had been carried on from the proceeds thereof, also ceased. So great, 
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however, has been the progress of the Colony, and such has been the demand for labor, that a spontaneous 
emigration has arisen from the neighboring Colonies, and hundreds of laborers conveyed from England at the 
expense of other settlements, have proceeded to this Province as the best field of labor. 

The only point in which the returns are deficient is in reference to the live stock. Of the amount of 
this we have no accurate report. Approximate estimates have, however, been made, which are understood 
to be nearly correct. In 1844 the numbers were said to be as follows: Sheep, 550,000; Cattle, 29,000; 
Horses, 2000; Goats and Pigs, 12,000. The estimate of the number of sheep is borne out by the Customs 
returns of the quantity of wool exported. It would give 23 lbs. to each sheep, which is a fair average of the 
Australian fleece. 

The discovery of valuable lodes of copper and lead in all parts of the country, has imparted, of late, 
an entirely new character to this Province. Being almost the only British Colony containing valuable 
minerals in abundant quantity, and in situations convenient for export, its importance as a dependency of 
the British Crown, is now second to none. It will be perceived that the value of ores exported in 1844 was 
£6436 10s., and in tie first quarter of 1845 the exports of ore were valued at £7424 13s. 6d. New mines 
are continually discovered, the value of which may be estimated by the fact, that while the best wild land 
for agricultural purposes produces no more than 30s. per acre, a section of one hundred acres, containing 
copper lodes, lately sold by Government, by public auction, realised £2100. . 

With reference to the returns of places of worship and schools, it may be proper to remark, that with 
the exception of grants for a Colonial Chaplain and for a school for the natives, no provision has yet been 
made by Government for religious instruction or education. 

In conclusion, it is almost unnecessary to point special attention to the fact that the whole of the tables 
now published, are either official or from official sources. They may, therefore, be relied on as correct and 
authentic.

|| It may be safely stated, that no decrease has taken place in the colonial letters, other than that caused wy 
by the cessation of the correspondence consequent on the embarrassed state of the Province in the years , 
1842 and 1843. : 
A great number of newspapers are dispatched in parcels, more particularly from the newspaper offices, ‘ 
which are only counted as single papers; and, on this account, an addition of probably a fourth in 1543, and 
a third in 1844, may be made to the British newspapers.
